A) Although the fliers were very bitter about the enemy attacking with 
board we-pons German crews bailing out and although individual hot- 
spurs suggested the same measures as repris-ls, almost 211 of them 

finally rejected such a »rocodure as unfair and unchivelrous,. 


B) Tho use of the ses rescue sorvico of tho Luftwaffe from the German 
Bay through the entire English Channel down to Brest in tho bay of 
Biscay in the Atlantic and the Meditarrancan in the samo way for the 
enemy as for the Germans. Crews of the sea resgue airplanes and sea 
rescue boats have worked with never tiring efforts 2nd oxomplary devo- 
tion for "friend end foo in distress". They carried on ovon when the 
onomy began to attack ruthlessly our sea rescue airplanes in the air 
in spite of "Geneva Cross and uncrmod" and shot them down. This re- 
sulted in heavy losses of material and men. Best Germen crews, going 
to the rescue of shipwrecked enemios were repeatedly shot down and 
destroyed by the latter's own comrades. 

Anong the thousands rescued from distress at sea by the German air 
rescue service members of the enemy forces (air plano 2nd ships crews) 
hac a far predominant share. Without being able to state off hand 
exact figures, I estimate, to the best of my recollection, the share 
at about 70 to 80 % of the 0 


C) If, on our own missions, reconnaissance or others, Cistressod crows, 
of the enemy also, were sighted in the proximity of the enemy coast line 
or outside the range of our own rescue service, the oneny!s attention 
was celled by radio to the distressed and thus asked for their rescue.

The corpses are lying almost exclusively on their feces, tightly packed next 
to one other and above one other; lying orderly along the side but more 
promiscuously in the middle. The legs are almost alweys stretched out. Quite 
obviously they were leid away in a systematic manner. According to the 
unaninous observation of the Commission the exhumed bodies show on the whole 
and, individually, - especially as regards buttons, insignia of military 
ranit, decorations, shape of boots, ink markings in underwear - the unzistekabl 
tac characteristics of Polish uniforms. we find here winter clothing; frequen 
ly there are found furs, leather jackets, knitted vests, officers! boots, 
officers! cans typically Polish. Only few of the corpses do not seem to be 
v:0se of officers; in one case it was a priest. The measurements of the 
ciovolas correspond to the measurements of the individual bodies. The under- 
wear is properly buttoned; suspenders end belts are in the proper place.
